Alliee'  Troops  on  Peninsula 
LONDON,  March  25,  —  Despatches 
from  Athens  indicate  that  the  Allied 
transports  have  reached  the  vicinity  of 
the  Dardanelles  in  sufficient  numbers 
to  permit  the  landing  of  troops  upon 
the  Gallipoli  Peninsula.  It  became 
known  a  fortnight  ago  that  •  General 
D'Amada,  one  of  General  Joffrc's  most 
able  lieutenants,  was  on  his  way  to  the 
straits  to  command  the  land  forces 
designated  to  act  against  the  Turks, 
and  on  Tuesday,  according  to  reports, 
the  first  troops  were  sent  ashore  on 
the  Guir  of  Saras  side  of  the  penin- 
sula 

No  intimation  of  Hie  composition  of 
this  force  lias  been  permitted  to  escape 
from  tin  War  office**  in  London  and 
Parts,  hut  it  is  believed  In  military 
Circles  here  that  the  British  contingent 
is  composed  largely  of  territorials  who 
have  been  training  in  Kgypt,  with  a 
sprinkling  of  Indian,  and  English 
troops. 

It  is  not  known  at  Just  what  point 
ou  the  au)t  coast  the  transports  dis- 
charged the  men,  but  It  1b  considered 
probable  that  the  disembarkation  oc- 
curred to  the  we«t  of  Kama  BIkenl. 
where  the  country  in  comparatively 
Hit,  and  where  there  is  opportunity 
for  the  development  of  operations 
against  either  Bulalr  or  tht>  forts  at 
the    narrows. 

Numerous  reports  have  reached  Lon- 
flou  that  the  Turks  on'  the  Gallipoli 
Peninsula  have  been  strongly  reln- 
tc.rn-d.  Some,  reports  place  the  Otto- 
man forces  in  the  region  of  70,000.  If 
this  Is  a  reasonably  close  estimate,  it 
Is  believed  here  that  the  Allies  have 
at  le«*.t  100,000  men  on  board  the 
transports  in  the  gulf  or  already  dis- 
embarked. 

A  genera]  attack  on  the  fortifica- 
tions of  the  straits  is  to  be  undertaken 
immediately  on  the  arrival  of  further 
French  a,,,|  British  warships  now  on 
their  way  to  Join  the  attacking 
squadron. 

The  last  concerted  effort  against  the 
Dardanelles  occurred  on  March  18.  This 
days  action  resulted  In  the  loss  of 
three  battleships.  Be  viewing  the  situa- 
tion, military  experts  have  expressed 
freely  th.tr  belief  that  to  penetrate 
the  straits  the  marine  forces  must  be 
■well   supported  on  land. 

Turk*  Bees  Onaaera 
(UvNKVA,  March  25 — According  to  in- 
formation from  Vienna,  representatives 
of  the  Turks  appeared  at  the  Austrian 
headquarters  after  the  recent  laconic 
refusal  of  Berlin  to  supply  artillery  of- 
ficers and  gunners  to  man  the  Dandan- 
ellea  forts,  and  stated  that  a  large  n.m- 
b*r  of  German  officers  and  gunners 
had  been  killed  or  wounded  in  the  at- 
tacks of  the  Allied  fleet,  adding  that 
the  Turkish  gunners  were  Inexperienced 
and  easily  demoralised.  The  Turks 
asked  for  assistance,  but  th©  Austrian* 
have  not   yet   replied.

ROME.  March  25. — About  half  a  mil- 
lion Austrian  troops  are  now  massed  in 
Southern  Tyrol  and  the  Trentlno,  where 
the  so-called  strategical  organisation, 
which  is  considered  necessary  for  pre- 
caution, has  for  the  past  fortnight  been 
carried  on  with  feverish  atcivity,  in- 
dicating the  fear  that  invasion  Is  immi- 
nent Practically  all  the  villages  be- 
tween the  Segana  pass  and  Lake  Garda 
have  been  evacuated  by  the  inhabitants 
and  many  of  the  houses  along  the  front- 
ier have  been  blown  up  with  dy  rib  mite 
so  as  not  to  hamper  the  range  of  the 
fort  guns  dominating  accessible  points 
and  to  destroy  cover  to  an  Invading 
army.  . 

The  eastern  portion  of  the  city  of 
Roveredo,  in  the  Tyrol,  has  been  razed 
to  the  ground,  and  the  debris  of  the  de- 
stroyed houses  has  been  used  to  impro- 
vise fortifications.  Fi»ld  batteries  are 
posted  at  every  point 'of  vantage. 

Trees  have  been  ruthlessly  felled 
everywhere  and  the  region  has  been  en- 
tirely devastated,  even  where  formid- 
ably, at  "an  altitude  of  about  7,000  feet 

Inhabitants  along  the  frontier,  are' 
treated  as  spies.  They  are  closely 
watched,  mercilessly  persecuted  and 
horse-whipped  with  impunity  by  officers 
and  beaten  by  soldiers  with  the  butts  ot 
their  rifles. 

Strangely  enough,  despite  the  sup- 
posed secrecy  of  the  Austrian  defensive 
preparations  they  are  on  such,  a  vast 
scale  that  practically  everything  Is 
known  across  "the  frontier,  including  de- 
tailed particulars  of  the  calibre,  post* 
tlon  and  range  of  every  gun.

For  the  past  two  months  the  com-

In  Desperate  Condition. 
In  anticipation  that  arrangements 
would  be  made  with  the  consent  of  all 
parties,  the  commission  had  already 
purchased  additional  supplies.  These 
are  now  arriving  in  Rotterdam,  and 
the  people  of  Lille.  Cambrai  and  other 
cities  in  that  part  or  France  will  bo 
relieved  within  the  next  few  days. 
The  condition  of  these  people — mostly 
women  and  children — Is  desperate.  The 
mortality  of  aged  people  and  Infanta 
hns  increased  under  the  very  restricted 
supply  and  the  character  of  the  food 
available, 

"The  French  Government,"  said  .Mr. 
Hoover,  "was  unable  to  come  to  the 
assistance  of  these  unfortunate  people, 
so  tho  commission  arranged  a  series 
or  banking  credits  on  behalf  of  the 
various  communal  authorities.  »whlch 
are  cut  off  from  the  rest  of  the  coun- 
try by  the  German  army. 

"Tho  French  delegates  estimate  that 
in  addition  to  such  stores  as  still  re- 
main, they  can  keep  their  people  alivo 
on  a  ration  of  6V6  ounces  of  flour,  one 
ounce  of  beans,  one  ounca  of  rice  and 
one  ounce  of  bread  per  day,  together 
wild  a  sufficient  supply  of  condense. I 
milk  and  cocoa  for  extremely  young 
children. 

'The  total  cont  is  estimated  at  from 
12,1.00,000  to  $.1. 000,000  per  month,  and 
the  commission  is  now  in  a  position 
to  state  that  it  can  see  its  way  clear 
to  carry  on  this  work  for  the  next 
two  months.  The  work  of  distribution 
in  Northern  Franco  will  be  accomplish- 
ed by  an  extension  of  the  organization 
already   existing   in   Belgium. 

Method  Of  Distribution. 
"Tho  commission  Is  establishing  four 
principal  warehouses  at  provincial 
centres,  from  which  the  foodstuffs  will 
be  distributed  to  other  warehouses  and 
the  system  operated  as  In  Belgium,  the 
warehouses  and  transportation  being 
under  the  supervision  and  control  of 
American  members  of  the  commission 
and  the  financial  measures  under  a 
French  committee. 

"The  German  Government  has  given 
the  necessary  sympathetic  support  to 
the  work,  and  there  Is  no  lack  of 
benevolence  among  the  French  In  their 
desire  to  assist  their  own  people.  The 
commission  docs  not  Intend  to  appeal 
to  the  world  for  help  in  this  French 
problem,  but  feela  confident  that  It  can 
carry  the  load  by  means  of  the  machin- 
ery which  has  Just  been  set  up. 

"The  direction  of  tn«  whole  organi- 
zation in  Belgium  and  Francs  remains 
under  the  control  of  Thomas  Connel, 
former  manager  of  the  Bruasels  Street 
Railway.  Gilford  Pinchot  has  joined 
tbe  commission  as  a  member,  snd  will 
take  charge  of  one  of  the  sections 
around  1411s.  With  the  conclusion  <of 
this  arrangement  regarding  Pranee,  be- 
tween ftOO.000  and  •l.OOe.Oee  persons 
will  become  dependent  upon  the  Aroerl- 
lean  commission  for  their  dally  bread."

U.  S.  PROTEST 

President   WUaoa  aad   Secretary  Bryaa 

Complete   Ooastderatloa  of   Note 
to  Be  Vresaated  to  Allies 

WASHINGTON.  March  2r..— Prenident 
Wilson  and  Secretary  Bryan  practically 
completed  consideration  today  of  the 
note  to  be  transmitted  to  Great  Britain 
and  France,  giving  the  views  of  tho 
United  States  Government  on  the  re- 
cently proclaimed  blockade  of  commerce 
between  Germany  and  neutral  countries. 

Although  the  document  has  been  in 
course  of  preparation  for  several  days, 
it  is  not  of  a  lengthy  character.  Those 
familiar  with  Its-  contents  do  not  refer 
to  It  aa  a  "protest"  in  a  technical 
sense,  but  characterized  as  emphatic 
the  representations  made  against  what 
Is  styled  the  unprecedented  action  of  the 
Allies  in  disregarding  accepted  prin- 
ciples of  International  law. 


British  Bandy 

LIMA,  Peru,  March  25.— Tbe  Brltlah 
steamer  Klngsway.  an  auxiliary  which 
he*  been  used  as  a  collier  to  the  Brit- 
ish navy,  left  Celiac  today  for  Eng- 
land by  way  of  the  Panama  Canal.

HOME,  March  25. — Cortain  warnings 
appearing  In  the  Russian  newspapers 
after  an  announcement  of  the  fall  of 
the  Austrian  fortress  of  Przemysl  have 
.utructed  the  close  attention  of  Italian 
leaders.  They  refer  mostly  to  the 
"dwindling  chances  of  Austria,"  and  say 
that  neutral  countries  should  selae  the 
opportunity  presented   to  them. 

The  Birgewja  Wiedomoaky,  of  Petro- 
grad,  says  the  capture  of  Przemsyl  is  as 
important  as  would  bo  the  fall  of  Con- 
stantinople. Austria  Is  doomed,  this 
paper  declnre.s,  and  she  will  be  obliged 
to  sue  for  peace.  When  this  happens 
the  intervention  of  countries  now 
neutral  will  be  most  difficult,  for  Aus- 
tria, even  beaten  by  Russia,  would 
still  »lnd  means  to  resist  Italy  and 
Roumania.  So  if  these  latter  countries 
defer  action  the  cost  later  of  what  they 
desire   will   be  just  so  much  greater. 

The  Petrograd  Courier  says  the  fall 
of  Przemysl  means  that  neutrals  must 
act  now  or  never. 

Cannot    Oaln    by    Neutrality 

The  Messagero  has  published  an 
article,  regarded  as  inspired,  which  In- 
timates that  Italy  cannot  gain  her  de- 
sires by  an  adherence  to  neutrality. 

"The  feeling  In  Austrian  circles,"  this 
paper  Bays,  "Is  that  the  country  would 
rather  give  Oullcla  to  Russia  and  ao 
Oonciude  R  peace  than  give  Trent  and 
part  of  Istria  to  Italy  for  the  *ako  of 
Italian  neutrality.  This  done  would  re- 
move the  nightmare  of  a  Russian  tn- 
\asian  of  Austria  and  leave  her  free  to 
fight  to  the  death  against  Roumania  and 
Italy." 

In  concluding  the  article,  The  Mes- 
sagero  says:  "The  dissolution  of  Turkey 
would  compel  Italy  to  reach  an  under- 
standing Vith  Great  Britain  concerning 
her  interests  In  the  Eastern  Mediter- 
ranean. Furthermore,  the  defeat  of 
Austria  would  make  it  necessary  for 
Italy  to  act  in  accord  with  Russia  and 
.Serbia  to  defend  her  interests  on  the 
Adriatic  and  In  the  Balka.ns.  It  is  our 
opinion  that  neutrality  or  friendly

The 
submarine  was  chased  by  patrol  boats, 
but  she  proved  too  elusive  for  them. 
and  when  steamers  tried  to  ram  or 
escape  her  they  found  that  the  sub- 
marine was  a  much  faster  boat  than 
her   sister  craft. 

Dutoh  Bteamar  Sunk 
DOVKi:,  Kngland,  March  25. — The 
Dutch  steamer  Media  was  sunk  off 
Beachy  Head  this  morning  by  the  Ger- 
man submarine  U-28.  She  carried  a 
cargo  of  oranges,  and  was  bound  from 
Saloniki   for  London. 

The  Modi»  was  stopped  by  the  sub- 
marine and  the  crew  were  given  fif- 
teen minutes  In  -which  to  leave  the 
vessel.  They  did  so,  and  the  sub- 
marine then  fired  several  shots  at  the 
steamer,  which  remained  afloat  for  an 
hour.  Tho  crew  rowed  about  in  their 
l>oat.«  until  picked  up  by  a  destroyer, 
which    brought   them   to   Dover. 

The  trawler  Alpreeht  was  attacked 
l>>  a  submarine  today.  A  torpedo 
passed  within  ton  feet  of  the  fishing 
vessel  while  «he  was  crossing  the 
Channel.  A  British  patrol  boat  chased 
the  submarine,  which,  however,  dis- 
appeared. 

Was   Vlainly   Marked 

The  Admiralty.  In  reporting  the  sink- 
ing of  the  Media  by  tho  submarine 
U-28,  says: 

"Tho  ship  was  flying  the  Dutch 
flag  and  had  a  Dutch  crew  aboard. 
Her  name,  'Media.  Amsterdam."  was 
printed  in  large  letters  on  her  sides. 
The  ship'B  papers  were  taken  by  the 
Germans,  who  refused   to  return  them." 


Pol.  At  a  point  about  one  march  from 
the  frontier,  the  Germans  attacked,  but 
were  repulsed  with  heavy  losses.  The 
attack  was  obviously  a  rear  guard  af- 
fair, Intended  mainly  to  cover  the  de- 
parture of  a  German  supply  train

Tho 
number  of  carta  laden  with  provisions 
which  the  Russian  light  hors^  here 
captured  was  very  large,  and  the  diffi- 
culty of  the  retreating  Germans  will  be 
proportionately  enhanced  by  their  loss. 

Memel  is  reported  unofficially  razed 
to  the  ground,  including,  of  course^  all 
the  defensive  works.  Presumably  the 
Germans  are  moving  a  part  of  their 
fleet  toward  Memel,  which  is,  of  course, 
quite  untenable  against  sea  attacks.  It 
is  unlikely  the  Germans  have  been  able 
to  detach  land  forces  In  this  direction, 
having  in  view  the  position  of  tho  Rus- 
sian column  on  the  railway  within  a 
few  miles  of  Tilsit.  Nor  would  the 
Russians  have  vacated  a  captured  town 
without  a  fight  against  the  troops  if 
any  had  been  brought  up.

PETROGRAD,  March  26.— Tho  bom- 
bardment of  Ossowetz  fortress  proved 
another  fiasco.  There  were  two  42- 
cantlmetre  howltsertf  before  the  fortress, 
and  both  have  been  taken  home  again, 
one  having  suffered  severely  from  the 
Russian  fire. 

Apparently  these  weapons  are  useful 
only  when  tired*  from  platforms  pre- 
pared long  beforehand  and,  therefore, 
thoroughly  consolidated,  or  else  the 
guns  themselves  have  been  damaged  by 
prolonged  use.  Certainly  during  the 
weeks  they  have  been  firing  at  Osso- 
wetz they  have  not  made  a  single  hit 
upon  the  fortress  defences.  Elevon  and 
twelvo-lnch  bombs  struck  the  case- 
mates often  enough,  but  the  Russians 
used  concrete  lavishly  and  the  Injuries 
Inflicted  are  only  superficial. 

The  Germans  for  a  long  period 
bombarded  at  extreme  range,  which 
may  have  had  something  to  do  with  the 
comparative  innocunusnesn  of  their 
fire.  Not  a  single  casemate  was 
pierced  through  by  theje  heavy 
weapons. 

The  other  big  gun  batteries  also  have 
gone  homewarda  for  the  moat  part,  only 
four  now  remaining  before  Ossowetz. 
The  removal  began  on  the  l«th.  The 
Russian  fire  from  the  fortress  proved 
superior  to  the  Germans.  After  the  dis- 
covery that  the  extreme  range  fire  was 
doing  no  harm,  the  Germans  attempted 
to  move  up  their  heavy  batteries  to 
within  two  or  three  miles  of  Gssowetx. 
It  was  then  that  the  fortress  guns  got 
in  their  beat  work  upon  the  German 
siege  batteries,  whose  loaaes.  both  In 
men  and  material,  were  so  heavy  as  to 
leave   no  alternative  but  withdrawal. 

flo  far  from  laying  tbe  fortress  In 
mine,  the  Germans  not  merely  failed 
to  seriously  injure  It,  but  were  unable 
to  drive  from  their  positions  In  the 
outworks  tbe  Russian  infantry,  who  had 
pushed  forward  about  a  mile  and  a 
half  beyond  the  fortress  defences  ia 
temporary  forttneatiens.

Russian  Force  That  Occupied 
East  Prussian  Town  Is  De- 
scribed as  Insignificant— 
'Met  German  Detachment. 


BERLIN.  March  26.— The  German 
main  headquarters  has  made  public  the 
following  review  of  events  which  have 
taken  place  around  Memel,  Eaat 
Prussia: 

"On  March  18  the  Russians  ad- 
vanced toward  Memel  in  several  col- 
umns from  the  north  and  eaat — from 
6,000  to  10,000  men,  infantry,  cavalry' 
and  marines,  with  six  or  eight  old  guns. 

"Tho  small  force  of  German  laml- 
sturm  retreated  from  the  frontier  to 
Memel  and  later  across  the  bay.  The 
advancing  Russians  burned  numerous 
buildings  and  barns  at  Xlmmereatt  and 
Maugallen.  They  damaged  altogether 
fifteen  villages. 

"The  evening  of  the  Hth  the  Rus- 
sians entered  Memel.  The  following 
evening  the  Russian  commander  ap- 
peared at  the  town  hall  and  demanded 
the  mayor  and  three  citizens  as 
hostages. 

"On  the  20th  only  Russian  patrols 
were  In  the  streets,  a  majority  of  the 
Russians  having  left  the  town.  But 
the  next  morning  ptrong  Russian  forces 
again  entered  the  town  from  tbe  north. 
They  met  strong  German  forces  from 
the  south,  who  vigorously  attacked  and 
abased  th^  Russians  out  of  the  town. 
In  the  aevere  street  righting  the  Rus- 
sians luta  ISO  killed.  Our  losses  were 
small. 

"The  Russians  fled,  taking  their 
hostages,  but  the  car  on  which  the 
hostages  were  transported  broke  down, 
the  escort  fled  and  tho  hostages  re- 
turned to  Memel.  The  German  soldiers 
pursud  the  Russians.  When  marching 
through  Polaogcn  the  Russians  suf- 
fered severely  through  the  gunfire 
from  cruisers.  Five  hundred  Russians 
and   three  machine  guns  were  captured. 

"The  Russian  move  against  Memel 
appears  to  have  been  In  the  nature  of 
a  raid.  A  similar  raid  apparently  had 
been   planned   against  Tilett.

CARRIER  PIGEON  CENSUS 

Oermaa  Oonuaaadaat's  Demand  for  In- 
formation Brings  Torth  Tolajnla- 
ons  Baport  From  Belgians 


BRUSSELS,  March  25.— Having  re- 
ceived orders  from  the  German 
Governor-General  of  Belgium  to  keep  a 
close  watch'  on  carrier  pigeons,  a 
zealous  German  commandant  In  a  com- 
mune near  Brussels  ordered  the  civil 
authorities  to  provide  a  census  of  all 
the  pigeons  In  this  district. 

The  burgomaster,  with  a  sense  of 
humor,  compiled,  not  only  with  the 
number  of  birds,  but  he  provided  each 
with  a  biography,  Which  was  followed 
with  an  accident  and  health  report. 
Tho  names  read  like  a  roster  of  the 
German  imperial  family  and  the  lead- 
ing;  army   officers. 

This  particular  commune  is  noted  for 
the  number  of  Its  pigeons,  and  the 
commandant  was  soon  snowed  under 
with  reports,  which  religiously  chron- 
icled the  condition  snd  movements  of 
tbe  birds.  He  declined,  however,  to 
rescind   the.  order. 


LONDON,  March  2i5. — "The  Admiralty 
has  good  reason  to  believe  that  the 
German  submarine  U-29  has  been  sunk, 
with    all    hands." 

This  news,  published  late  this  even- 
ing, following  as  it  did,  reports  that 
the  attack  on  the  Dardanelles  had  been 
resumed  and  the  Russian*  had  won  im- 
portant victories  over  tbe  Austrians  in 
Bukowina  and  at  Uzsok  pass,  in  the 
Carpathians,  gave  Uu>  puopU  of  th..  Al- 
lied  countries  cause   for   cheerfulness. 

The  Admiralty  gave  no  details  of 
how  or  where  the  U-29  was  sunk,  but 
the  report  that  she  was  disposed  of 
v/as  received  in  shipping  circles  with 
a   sigh   of  relief. 

It  was  this  vessel  which,  just  a  fort- 
night ago,  torpedoed  six  steamers  in 
the  English  Channel  and  off  the  Scllly 
itlands  within  two  days.  •  Her  com- 
mander, who  spoke  English  perfectly, 
and  treated  the  crews  of  the  torpedoed 
merchant  ships  with  great  consider- 
ation, told  one  of  the  merchant  cap- 
tains who  was  taken  aboard  the  sub- 
marine that  he  was  tho  commander  of 
the  submarine  which  torpedoed  tho 
British  cruisers  Aboukir,  Cressy  and 
Hogue.  If  this  was  true,  he  was  the 
man  who  was  looked  upon  as  Germany's 
most    daring  submarine   navigator. 

Ten  Bsportsd  Sua* 

This  makes  the  sixth  German  sub- 
marine so  far  that  the  British  Admiral- 
ty  has  reported  sunk,  five  of  them  at 
Hast  by  British  warships,  since  the  Out- 
break of  the  war,  and  in  only  one  case 
has  the  British  report  been  denied  by 
the  Germans.  Besides,  a  French  war- 
ship recently  sank  a  submarine  off_ 
the  French  coast,  and  three  British  mer- 
chant  captains  have  put  in  claims  for 
the  rewarda  offered  for  merchantmen 
destroying  German  under-water  craft, 
One  ot  these  claims,  that  of  the  cap- 
tain of  the  steamer  Thordis,  has  been 
allowed  by  the  Admiralty  and  the  re- 
ward  paid. 

The  tnsWs  of  a  Russian  victory  and 
1  the  renewal  of  the  attack  on  the  Dar- 
danelles lacks  official  confirmation, 
but  comes  from  sources  usually  well- 
lnrormed.  Kussian  victories  are  an- 
nounced in  private  messages  received 
rrom  Bucharest  by  way  of  Rome.  These 
state  that  the  Russians  have  won  a 
tfteat  victory  on  the  Austrian  extreme 
right  in  Bukowina.  and  that  with  strong 
nt.w  forces  they  have  driven  the  Aus- 
trians back  in  Uzsck  pass  in  the  Car- 
pathians.

It  is  believed  here  that  the  Ruasinns, 
bringing  up  new  forces,  may  have  suc- 
ceeded in  turning  the  Austrian  right, 
and  in  reaching  the  Sereth  River,  thus 
getting  behind  the  Austrian  army  oper- 
ating  In   the   vicinity   of   Czernowitz. 

Big  events  at  Uzsok  pass  were  ex- 
peoted,  as  both  Russian  and  Austrian  ' 
official  reports  spoke  of  heavy  fighting 
there,  and  with  the  troops  released  by 
the  fall  of  Przemysl.  the  Russians 
might  be  able  to  dispatch  strong  rein-* 
lorcements  to   that   point. 

The  Russians  also  have  taken  the 
offensive  in  the  region  of  the  Pilicax 
River.  Southern  Poland,  and  hare,  ac- 
cording to  the  Petrograd  statement, 
taken  an  important  German  position, 
while  in  the  North,  heavy  fighting  again 
is  la  progress  along  the  East  Prussian 
frontier,  despite  tho  condition  of  the 
ground.

OTTAWA,  March  25.— Sir  Robert  Bor- 
der this  morning  moved  a  resolution  in 
the  form  of  an  address  to  the  King  for 
an  amendment  10  the  constitution.  It 
asks  that  the  British  North  America 
Act  be  amended  to  increase  the  num- 
rer  qf  Senalors  from  72  to  96.  Although 
72  wa«  the  number  fixed  in  1807,  there 
have  been  several  increase  since,  the 
present  total  being  87.  The  amendment 
will  thus  provide  for  an  increase  of  9. 
The  9  will  be  made  up  by  Increasing 
the  representation  of  Manitoba  from  4 
to  6;  of  Saskatchewan  from  4  to  6;  of 
Alberta  from  t  to  6;  and  of  British 
Columbia  from  3  to  6. 

Although  the  Senate  now  consists  of 
37  members,  there  has  been  authority 
for  only  72  under  the  British  North 
America   Act. 

The  resolution  also  provides  that  a 
Frovlnce  shall  always  be  entitled  to  as 
many  members  of  the  House  of  Com- 
mons as  It  is  entitled  to  in  the  Senate. 
This  is  to  protect  the  Maritime  Prov- 
inces, more  particularly-  Prince  Edward 
island,  the  representation  of  which  was 
cut  to  3  by  the  Commons  Redistribution 
Kill. 

The  Prime  MihJater  referwd  f«o  tli« 
fact  that  a  somewhat  similar  resolution, 
embodying  a  like  petition  for  an  amend- 
ment to  the  British  North  America  Act, 
Was  Introduced  last  session,  but  was 
apt  adopted  owing  to  the ,  difference 
which  arose  between  the  two  Houses. 
The  representatives  of  Prince  Edward 
inland,  ne  said, 'had  asked  that  the  mat- 
ter should  be  introduced  again,  and  he 
-had  acceded  to  their  request. 

Sir  Wilfrid  Laurier  suld  that  when 
the  resolution  wa*  presented  last  year, 
the  Opposlton  did  not  expect  it  but 
lent  its  aid  to  the  passage  of  the 
measure: — Tha~il*r|aTe~~l!i«r~»#dea  an 
amendment  providing  that  the  law 
should  not  come  into  effect  until  the 
dissolution  of  the  present  Parliament. 
As  the  Increased  representation  tn  the 
west  accorded  by  the  Redistribution 
Hill  was  not  effective  until  after  the 
dissolution,  this  was  a  reasonable 
amendment.  The  wholo  matter  was  one 
of  compromise,  and  as  such  the  amend- 
ment should  have  been  accepted  by  the 
Government.  He  did  not  know  "what 
the  Senate  would  do  this  year,  but  he 
expressed  the  hope  that  as  time  had 
been  given  for  blood  to  cool  the  diffi- 
culty of  last  year  would  not  be  repeated. 

Sir  Robert  remarked  that  the  action 
of  the  House  had  been  unanimous. 
However,  nothing  was  to  be  gained  by 
reviewing:  the  fight  of  last  year

AMSTERDAM.  March  25.— The  Ber- 
lin Voaelche  Zeitung  publishes  the  fol-

"The  soldiers  of  the  enemy  succeeded, 
with  forty-three  battalions  against 
tlir«e.  in  effecting  a  breach  in  our 
positions  after  heroic  resistance  on  our 
part.  The  recapture  of  the  positions 
failed,  but  your  attack  has  broken  the 
enemy's  spirit  of  enterprise.  Two  hos- 
tile army  corps  have  not  dared  to  ad- 
vance from  the  captured  village,  whose 
possession  is  of  subordinate  import- 
ance. 

"My  warmest  thanks  for  your  courage 
and  devotion.  Full  realization  must  be 
reserved  until  later.  Meanwhile,  1  con- 
fidently expect  you  to  do  everything  to 
strengthen  our  present  position,  that  all 
further  attacks  may  be  frustrated.  I 
confidently  expect  you  to  oppose  an  In- 
surmountable barrier  to  ev«ry  hostile 
advance  until  the  day  of  reckoning  with 
this  enemy.  This  day  will  come,  and  I 
rely    upon    you."

OTTAWA.  March  L'5.— If  the  proposed 
new  bill  to  amend  the  Canada  elections 
act  succeeds  In  passing  thiK  session, 
election  trials  will  bn  very  considerably 
expedited  and  vexatious  delays  wiii.  i, 
in  tin-  past  have  been  the  chief  obstacle 
to  the  procedure  in  connection  with  the 
protests  will  he  largely  'done  away  with. 
The  elections  committee,,  which  has 
been  meeting  at  various  times  during 
the  session  has  agreed  to  certain 
amendments  to  the  act.  Most  important 
is  that  connected  with  election  trials. 
Tho  main  amendment  simplifies  and  fa- 
cilitates the  proceduro  with  regard  to 
election  petitions.  Practically  all  tho 
preliminary  objections  which  can  now 
be  opposed  to  appeals  have  been  wiped 
out,  and  a  much  simpler  method  of  pro- 
cedure for  taking  protests  to  trial 
adopted. 

If  the  new  amendments  succeed  in  be- 
coming law  it  will  be  possible  In  tho 
future  to  bring  an  election  petition  to 
trial  within  thirty  days.  The  only  ap- 
peal   allowed    Is      as      to      whether      the 

grounds    are    sufficient    to    warrant      a 
trial. 

In  addition  to  the  above,  the  amend- 
ment provides  for  the  holding  of  elec- 
tion trials  whether  Parliament  is  in  ses- 
sion   or    not.

The  Hon.  W.  J,  Bowser,  acting  Pre- 
mier, to  The  Colonist  characterised  the 
story  as  merely  guesswork  on  the  part 
of  a  newspaper  correspondent.  He 
added:  "Sir  Richard  was  not  due  to 
reach  Ottawa  until  this  evening  (.Thurs- 
day), and  this  Illustrates  at  once  how 
much  faith  can  be  placed  in  the  story.  I 
am,  of  course,  in  touch  with  the  Premier? 
and  I  have  no  information  which  would 
suggest  the  truthfulness  of  the  dis- 
patch." 

The  Hon.  W.  R.  Roae.  Minister  of 
Lands,  returned  yesterday  from  £  visit 
to  his  constituency,  Fernle,  where  a  few 
evenings  ago  he  was  unanimously  re- 
nominated as  the  Conservative  standard 
bearer  for  the  next  Provincial  elections.

The  Liberal  opposition  had  shown  itself 
capable  of  nothing  but  general  criticism 
without  ability  to  put  forward  any 
constructive  policy  for  the  considera- 
tion of  the  electors.  Not  a  single 
definite  policy  was  offered  In  the  mani- 
festo of  the  Liberal  leader,  nothing  but 
faultfinding.

both  financially  and   physically.

Owen  for  a  tem- 
porary home  for  a  sick  girl,  where  af- 
ter leaving  the  hospital,  she  would  be 
welcomed  as  a  guest  in  a  comfortable 
home,  has  doubtless  met  with  a  re- 
sponse before  this.  There  must  be  in 
Victoria  many  women  who  arc  in  a  po- 
sition to  bring  into  their  homes  one 
who    needs    loving    care. 

This  is  not,  however,  an  isolated 
case.  From  time  to  time  many  young 
women  after  being  discharged  from 
the  hospital  hav»;  found  themselves 
penniless  and  homeless.  That  the  T. 
W.C.A.  sometimes  cares  for  these  was 
revealed  by  Mrs.  Hasell  at  Tuesday's 
meeting,  waiting  long.  If  need  hv,  fol' 
payment 

There  have,  it  is  to  be  feared,  been 
many  who,  going  to  work  before  they 
were  able,  have  found  It  hard  to  dis- 
charge such  obligations,  however  light 
they   were   made. 

When  good  times  come  again  one  of 
the  first  things  Victoria  women  must 
do  is  to  provide  a  convalescent  home 
for  such  cases.  The  care  received  in 
such  an  institution,  properly  conducted, 
is  often  even  more  effective  in  restor- 
ing health  than  hospital  treatment. 


Por    Knitters 

The  best  reason  for  knitting  for  the 
soldiers  is  that  it  is  hardly  possible  to 
make  an  uncomfortable  hand-made 
nock.  If  the  knitter  can  get  good 
yarn  the  socks  she  makes  are  sure  to 
be  both  durable  and  comfortable.  This 
is  true  in  ordinary  times  of  most  fac- 
tory made  socks  except  the  very  cheap- 
est It  is  maddening  to  read  that  there 
are  manufacturers  bo  greedy  as  to 
leavo  ridges  inside  of  socks  so  as  to 
make  live  cents  more  profit  on  each 
pair.  That  this  is  sometimes  done  Is 
reported  from  Ontario.  While  it  may 
be  perfectly  true  that  In  ordinary  times 
a  woman  In  British  Columbia  would 
bo  foolish  to  knit  her  husband's  or  her 
son's  socks,  it  is  well  worth  while  do- 
ing so  for  men  at  the  front.  To  save 
even  a  little  discomfort,  to  make  socks 
that  will  last  but  a  little  longer  will 
lricrease  the  efficiency  of  the  men  in 
the  field  more,  perhaps,  than  women 
can   realize. 

Even  though  there  are  not  nearly  so 
many  sheep  as  there  should  be  in  Can- 
ada it  ought  to  be  possible  for  the 
factories  to  make  more  yarn  than 
usual  this  year.  There  Is  no  reason. 
In.  the  nature  of  things,  why  Canada 
should  Import  great  quantities  of  knit- 
ting yarn.  In  our  own  ProYlnee  Wool 
brings  such  an  absurdly  low  price  that 
it  scarcely  paya  tha  farmer  to  clip  the 
wool  and  prepare  It  for  the  market 
This  Is  a  home  industry  that  women 
might  well  unite  to  foster.  But  wher- 
ever we  (et  the  material  the  knitting 
of  socks  Is  useful  employment  at  the 
present  Urns.  Next  bast  to  this  Is  the 
purchase  of  tha  exoeliaat  socks  of 
which  thare  aeems  to  ha  an  ample 
stock  «U11  ut  tha  slty.  Misa  Muamw 
baa  oaddTtakao  to  distribute  say  army 
oomfOTta  to  the  division  for  which  tha 
dehors  lntaodad  thorn  and  ail  who  have 
tha  ttaaa  sad  aaaaaa  to  aopply  tbto  saad' 
should  do  so.

The  Canadian  Red  Cross,  following 
the  example  of  the  British  R»d  Cross 
Society,  will  send  an  agent  to  tho 
front  to  learn  what  is  possible  about 
each  case  reported  and  to  give  as  full 
information  as  possible  to  the  relatives. 

The  following  paragraphs  concerning 
what  is  described  as  an  information 
bureau  are  from  a  bulletin  that  claimo 
to  have  the  authority  of  Colonel  Hod- 
getts,  Canadian  Red  Cross  commissioner 
in   ixmdon: 

The  officer  whose  business  it  Is  to 
trace  the  missing  will  go  to  the 
trenches  and  find  out  when  men  were 
last  seen.  In  tracking  down  one  man 
he  is  certain  to  come  upon  the  traces 
Of  others.  Even  if  his  tfuest  leads  him 
to  a  stone  or  a  cross  under  a  wayside 
tree  hf>  will  earn  gratitude,  the  grati- 
tude of  those  who  loved  the  dead,  and 
lie  will  be  able  to  find  out  things  about 
I !u-  dead  with  which  official  reports 
ure   not   concerned. 

Officially  the  claims  of  the  nearest  of 
kin  are  satisfied  when  one  is  told  that 
one's  relative  has  been  killed  in  action. 
It  is  a  hard  and  Napoleonic  principle, 
but  the  first  care  of  the  Department  of 
Militia  or  the  War  Office  In  London 
must  be  the  fit  and  sound,  to  provide 
oil  and  fuel  for  the  great  engine  of 
war.  The  Department  doee  what  It 
can.  The  Red  Cross  In  Paris  Is  doing 
a  splendid  work.  It  has  done  much 
devoted  work  and  in  this  line  one  finder 
of  lost  men,  officially  recognized,  is  a 
happy    beginning. 

By  this  new  arrangement  with  the 
British  Red  Cross  Society  the  rela- 
tives of  men  in  tho  Canadian  contin- 
gents will  be  kept  In  constant  knowl- 
edge of  the  progress  that  their 
wounded  relatives  or  friends  are  making 
soldier  on  active  service  from  his  loved 
ones  at  home  and  will  bring  comfort 
and  joy  into  many  a   home  in  Canada, 

The  Children's  Players 

Is  there  not  a  hint  in  the  following 
and  will  also,  whore  humanly  possible, 
be  told  the  whereabouts  of  those  who 
are  officially  reported  as  "missing.'' 
This  will  surely  take  a  great  deal  off 
the  minds  of  those  relatives  and  friends. 
of  our  brave  Canadian  soldiers  and  will 
enable  them  to  correspond  with  them 
regularly. 

This  new  branch  of  the  Red  Cross 
work  will  thus  be  the  means  of  shorten- 
ing the  gieat  gulf  that  separates  the 
article  token  from  The  New  York  Out- 
look to  the  many  talented  young  women 
of  Victoria?  Would  it  not  be  possible 
here  to  follow  the  example  set  by  the 
children's  Players.  If  we  have  not 
many  slum  children  in  Victoria,  there 
1h  none  the  less  a  need  of  elevating  en- 
tertainment  for  our   children: 

The  Women's  Educational  and  Indus- 
trial Union,  a  unique  institution  of 
Boston,  has  a  department  known  as  the 
Children's  Players,  made  up  of  some 
enterprising  and  up-to-date  young  wo* 
nun.  They  organized,  about  four  years 
ego,  to  supply  a  long-felt  want  of  en- 
tertainment strictly  for  children;  and 
have  been  producing  plays,  semi-annu- 
ally, at  one  of  Boston's  leading  theatres, 
with   great   success. 

Just  before  umristmaa  a  new  project 
was  launched — "Children's  ICovlto."  at 
Saturday  matinees  in  Tremont  Temple, 
at  10,  15,  26  cents,  according  to  loca- 
tion. No  one  could  doubt  that  It  was 
Just  what  the  children  wanted.  If  one 
hao  been  present  at  this  first  enter- 
tainment and  heard  the  applause  which 
sreeted  the  opening  reel.  "The  Chil- 
dren's Hour,"  Since  that  time  the 
Saturday  matinees  have  been  given 
every  week,  so  that  the  children  are 
anticipating  them  and  requesting  some 
of,  their  favorite  stories   in   "fllma," 

One.  of  the  patrons  of  the  first  week 
was  so  delighted  at  the  opportunity  to 
teke  her  grandchildren  to  see  moving 
pictures  which,  to  say  the  least  were 
not  objectionable,  that  she  left  a  fund 
with  the  "Children's  Players"  to  ba 
used  for  the  poor  children  who  might 
not  otherwise  be  able  to  enjoy  these 
novel  entertainments,  it  baa  been  uaed 
(needless  to  say)  to  the  great  delight 
of  many  youngsters,  who  have  been 
gathered  in  from  various  "highways  and 
byways"  by  some  of  the  collage  girls 
of  the  "Children's  Players"  who  are 
connected  with  college  setUemsnts. 
These  same  girls  oome  to  tho  entertain- 
imnta  every  Saturday,  looking  vary  die> 
nlfled  in  tholr  collegiate  caps  and 
gown*,  to  take  charge  personally  of 
any  child  or  group  of  children  left  by 
parents  too  busy  to  attend. 

One  or  two  clubs  around  Boston  have 
purchased  sests  In  blocks  of  10*  or 
more,  aa  the  prices  are  "popular,"  and 
presented  them  to  children  of  employees 
or  others  In  whom  they  have  aa  to* 
tsreat  and  to  whom  they  wish  to  giro 
a  good  time. 

Although  at  first  the  "Children's 
Mayers"  provided  a  vaudeville  feature 
at  each  entertainment  such  aa  a  rag- 
doll  dance,  a  magician,  or  other  things 
<s«ar  to  the  hearts  of  children  a  decade 
ago,  they  found  the  modern  "movie 
fans"  need  and  want  nothing  but  films 
that  depict  the  stories  dear  to  all  gen- 
erations: Mtdttls  LOTS  Pauntleray."

Owing  to  the  dirty  state  of  her  hull 
through  her  long  sojourn  in  South 
American  waters,  the  British  freighter 
Epsom  Is  logging  an  unusually  long 
passage  up  the  coast.  This  fact  .will 
necessitate  .  the  hauling  of  the  Epsom 
out  for  cleaning  purposes  immediately 
after  she  has  completed  the  discharge 
of  her  steel  cargo,  and  It  is  understood 
that  negotiations  have  been  concluded 
whereby  the  contract  will  be  handled 
In  Victoria.  'The  Epsom  will  bo  floated 
Into  the  Esquimau  drydock  for  overhaul 
and  it  is  understood  that  Yarrows,  Ltd., 
Will  undertake  the  work. 

The  freighter  Is  "fully"  due  here  from 
Punta  Arenas,  but,  as  previously  re- 
ported, she  was  forced  to  put  into  tho 
Mexican  port  of  Acapulco  for  bunker 
coal,  which  may  prevent  her  from  mak- 
ing port  before  the  end  of  the  wcok 
or  possibly  the  beginning  of  next.  The 
date  Of  the  vessel's  departure  from 
Acapulco  was  not  stated  in  the  tele- 
graphic, advice  received  by  the  local 
managers  of  the  ship,  and  consequently 
her  arrival  Is  somewhat  Indefinite.  The 
Epsom  may  be  expected  at  any  time. 
Marine    Surveyor    Aboard 

Mr.  J;JC  Moffat,  marine  surveyor 
for  the  Liverpool  Salvage  Association, 
Is  coming  north  aboard  the  Epsom, 
presumably  to  dispose  of  the  cargo 
which  is  said  to  be  in  the  hands  of 
the  underwriters.  In  addition  to  carry- 
ing 5,000  tons  of  steel  rails  for  Cana- 
dian Northern  Hallroad  construction, 
for  delivery  at  Bort  Mann,  the  freighter 
has  1,000  tons  of  steel  rods  consigned 
to  Prior  &  Co.  for  pier  construction 
work  at  this  pott.  Part  of  this  cargo 
was  submerged  when  the  Epsom  was 
wrecked  at  Carrera  Point,  Straits  of 
Jlatfellnn.  on  August  9  last,  and  it  Is 
said  that  the  steel  rods,  hy  reason  of 
long  contact  with  salt  water,  may  now 
be  unsuitable  for  the  work  for  which 
the  material  was  Intended  when  shipped 
from    Sydney,  Cape  Breton. 

The  steel  rails  may  not  be  affected 
and  will  probably  bo  accepted  by  the 
consignees.  It  Is  probable  that,  the 
Epsom  will  go  to  Port  Mann  to  dig. 
charge  enrgo  before  she  is  floated  Into 
the  basin  at  Esquimait.  Repairs  to  the 
vessel's  hull  wore  carried  out.  at  Punta 
Arenas,  and,  with  the  exception  of  her 
foul  hull,  she  Is  declared  to  be  In  the 
best   of  shape. 

High    Orals   Charter 

After  she  comes  out  of  drydnek  the 
Epsom  will  shift  to  Portland  to  load 
grain  for  Europe.  She  was  recently 
chartered  by  Kerr.  Clifford  &  Co.  at  the 
abnormally  high   rate  of  70  shillings.

Sister  Liner  to  Great  Northern 
Leaves  Philadelphia  for  Pa- 
cific Coast  With  Over  400 
Passengers  Aboard. 


PHILADELPHIA.  March  25. — Carry- 
ing more  than  100  passengers,  the 
steamer  Northern  Pacific  sailed  today 
for  San  Francisco  via  the  Panama 
Canal.  The  vessel  was  built  here  for 
the  Northern  Pacific  Railway  Company 
and  It  a  sister  ship  Of  the  Great  North- 
ern, which  was  constructed  here  and 
sailed  about  a  month  apo.  Both  ves- 
sels are  to  be  placed  In  service  between 
San    Francisco    and    Astoria,    Ore. 

The  Northern  Pacific  Is  524  feet  long, 
63  feet  beam  and  has  accommodations 
for  478  first  class  passengers,  106 
second  class  and  nbout  200  steerage. 
Hhe  is  capable  of  developing  a  speed  of 
twenty-four  knots  on  hour.  The  North- 
ern Pacific,  will  Inaugurate  her  sailings 
from  Sun  Francisco  to  Flavel,  Ore,  on 
April  15  next,  and  after  that  date  will 
alternate  with  the  steamer  Great 
Northern.  Both  are  fast  vessels  and 
will  cut  the  time  between  the  two 
porte  to  twenty-six  hours.  The  North- 
.  rn  Pacific  la  being  brought  out  and 
will  be  commanded  hy  Captain  La 
Pralk,  formerly  master  of  the  Pacific 
Mall  liner  Nile,  and  well  known  at  Vic- 
toria.

As  a  matter  of  fact,  there  has  been 
acme  excuse  for  the  anglers  who  have 
anticipated  the  legal  opening  date,  as, 
until  a  year  or  so  ago,  the  Dominion 
MM  Pfnvlnelal  authorities  were 
loggerheads  as  to  the  Jurisdiction  over 
the  Inland  fisheries,  and  the  opening 
dates  as  set  forth  by  the  lawa  of  the 
Dominion  and  Province  did  not  coin- 
cide.

Prospects  for  sport  appear  good 
from  all  accounts.  Several  parties  have 
left  town  for  the  well-known  resorts  of 
anglers  within  easy  rail  distance  of 
Victoria,  and,  if  they  do  hot  return  with 
full  baskets,  will  have  the  usual  ex- 
cuses ready  to  explain  their  failure.  The 
rivers  are  a,  little  high  yet  for  good  fly- 
Tithing,  end;. it  is  likely  that  the  bait 
xishormen  will  have  the  heaviest  creels. 
There  are  lots  of  fish  iti  the  Cowichan 
lllver  at  present,  salmon  and  trout,  and 
tile  warm  weather  has  been  producing 
hatches  of  fly,  so  that  there  is  no' 
reason,  even  if-  the  water  is  high,  why 
some'  good  catches  should  not  be  mode 
with  '  the  artificial  fly  In  suitable 
reaches,  while  in  the  lakes  trout  have 
been  observed  rising  freely. 

The  stealhead  season  closes  With  the 
opening  of  the  season  for  all  other 
species  of  trout.  There  have  ndt  been 
a  great,  many  taken  this  year  by  all  ac- 
counts, but  there  have  been  far  fewer 
anglers  after  them,  owing  to  the  war. 
Indians  have  been  freely  netting  the 
cowichan,  operating  chiefly  at  night 
which  Is  not  calculated  to  improve  mat- 
ters as.  far  as  this,  the  most  sporting 
fish  we  have  whim  taken  in  proper  con- 
dition, is  concerned.
